From replies which have lately come to hand from various parts of India, it appears to 
be advisable to put before District ‘Treasury Officers, in a concise form, the various conces- 
sions which have been granted by the Government of India in order to make the Paper ’ 
Currency more generally convertible and so more popular. ‘ 


2. They are— 
(1) That the notes of a Paper Currency Circle shonld be cashed at every Treasury (district or 
sub-divisional) within the Circle up to the available means of the Treasury, i¢., to whatever 
extent they can be cashed without embarrassing the Treasury. 
(2) That notes of all Presidencies and Circles should be recoived at every Treasury (district or 
sub-divisional) in payment of Government demands, and should be cashed at every Treasury 
(district or sub-divisional) for the convenience of travellers. “ 


(3) That notes which in this way or otherwise reach a Governmont Treasury should be freely insued 
in exchange for coin or in discharge of Government obligatious. yy 


8. It has frequently been reprevented that difficulties have been thrown in the way of

The 26th August 1874.—Under the provisions of Section 11 of Act VII of 1864, the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal has been pleased to direct that the following rule be 
substituted for Rule 32A, at page 8 of the Salt Manual, issued under date the 18th July 
1870. The present rule is therefore notified for general information :— 

Rule.— If salt originally intended to be taken out of the excepted limits described in 
clause 4 of the Government Notification at page 2 of the Manual under a special pass be 
Janded in such limits for the convenience of the trade, the alteration in the destination must 
be reported to the Board’s Office, and the special Rowaunah returned within 48 hours from the 
time that the salt was landed. The owner, however, shall be at liberty to refer to it in ; 
taking out protective documents for such portion of the salt as he may subsequently deter- ' 
mine on removing witlin limits. Should a portion only of the salt originally covered by the 
special Rowannah be landed or sold in the aforesaid excepted limits, an exchange Rowannah 
after the manner provided in Section 28 of these rules, must be taken out to cover the, 
remaining portion of the salt which goes out of such limits. Any person failing to comply 
with the provisions of this rule as regards the return, within the period of 48 hours, to the 
Office of the Board of Revenue, of the special Rowannah in the case hereinbefore mention 
in which this document is no longer required as a protection for the salt specified therein, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Ms. 500,” ‘ 

“ Certificates taken out for the removal of salt from shipboard, or from bonded golas, to 
places within the excepted limits, must also be returned to the Board’s Office within 48 hours 
from the time the salt is landed in such places ; and the holder of any certificate who fails so 
to return it, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding five hundred rupees.”

2. Of 428 candidates who obtained permission, 385 actually appeared 
and were examined. Of these 67 were declared by the examiners to have 
pages in the higher grade and 182 in the lower grade. One more candidate 

as been passed in the lower grade on the recommendation of the Superin- 

tendent of the Examinations. The total number of passed candidates is 200. 

3. Of the candidates who passed in the lower grade, nine having passed 
with distinction, have been placed, at the special recommendation of the 
Superintendent of the Examinations, in the higher grade, making a total of 76. 
Of these 88 having fulfilled the requirements of paragraph 4, Part Ii, 

of the Rules for the Instruction and Examination of Candidates for the Native 
Civil Service, dated 22nd April 1873, have been placed in Class I and declared 
eligible for all appointments in the Subordinate Civil Service.

17. The Superintendent of the Examinations bas recommended that thirty- 
seven of the candidates who have failed, but who have attained the passing 
standard of marks in certain subjects, may, if they appear at the next 
examination, be exempted from examination in those subjects. The proposal 
is, however, upposed to the principle on which these examinations have been 
hitherto conducted, and does not commend itself to the Lieutenant-Governor.

From replies which have lately come to hand from various parts of India, it appears to 
be advisable to put before District Treasury Officers, in a concise form, the various conces- 
sions which have been granted by the Government of Tudia in order to make the Paper 
Currency more generally convertible and so more popular. 

2. They are— . 

(1) That the notes of a Paper Curreney Circle should be eashed at every Treasury (district or 


sub-divisional) within the Circle up to the available means of the Treasury, i.¢., to whatever 
extent they can be cashed without embarrassing the Treasury, 


(2) That notes of all Presidencies and Cireles should be received at every Treasury (district or — 


sub-divisional) in payment of Government demands, and should be cashed at every Treasury 
(district or sub-divisional) for the convenience of travellers, 

(3) That notes which in this way or otherwise reach a Government Treasury should be freely issued 

in exchange for coin or in discharge of Government obligations, 

3. It has frequently been represented that difficulties have been thrown in the way of 
persons desirous of obtaining cash for notes at treasuries, and even that commission has 
been demanded for the accommodation. To prevent any possibility of such complaints in 
future, a form of notice in English and the Vernacular should be hung in some conspicu- 
ous place, so that all may see whether the accommodation is available. 


4. To remove all possibility of complaint on the part of Officers in charge of sub- 
divisional treasuries of the risk incurred in cashing notes to the public, it is suggested that 
each subordinate treasury be provided with a new home circle note of each denomination 
with which to compare all notes presented for encashment. These notes would of course 
form part of the Officer’s cash balance, but they should not be considered as available for 
issue to the public or for remittance to the Sudder treasury. 


5. Treasury Officers should be reminded that although it is the rule and is desirable 
to register the name of the person from whom a note of Rs. 50 or upwards is received, 
or to whom it is paid, yet that the rule should be complied with only when the name of the 
presenter or receiver is known or is voluntarily given. The Government of India has 
directed that Treasury Officers must not demand such information, nor put any questions to 
parties tendering or receiving notes. 

6. In the Resolution of the Government of India on the operations of the Paper 
Currency Department during the year 1871-72, the President in Council noticed “ with 
satisfaction’ the remarkable increase of note transactions at Government Treasuries in the 
interior during that year. It should, however, be remarked that though considerable 
progress was made in that year’s transactions as a whole, yet that little has been done as 
yet in this direction ont of Lower Bengal and Madras, and that, therefore, great opportu- 
nities are still open to Treasury Officers in the North-Western Provinces, Oudh, Punjab, 
Bombay, Central Provinces, and British Burmah, to meet the wishes of Government.

Report by the Superintendent of the Subordinate Civil Service Examination of the result of 

the examination held in March last at Hooghly, Patna, Dacea, Cuttack, and Gowhatty. 

This office letter to the Director of Public Instruction, dated 10th October last, prescrib- 

ing the revised rules for the Native Civil Service Examination of 1865, and for the 
regulation of the Native Civil Service Classes, 

Lists of the candidates who passed at the Native Civil Service Examina- 
tions which were held during the month of March last at Hooghly, Patna, 
Dacea, Cuttack, and Gowhatty, have already been published in the Calcutta 
Gazette. 

2. Of 423 candidates who obtained permission, 385 actually appeared 
and were examined. Of these 67 were declared by the examiners to have 

ssed in the higher grade and 182 in the lower grade. One more candidate 
” been passed in the lower grade on the recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent of the Examinations. The total number of passed candidates is 200, 

3. Of the candidates who passed in the lower grade, nine having passed 
with distinction, have/been placed, at the special recommendation of the 
Superintendent of thg“Examinations, in the higher grade, making a total of 76, 
Of these 88 having/ fulfilled the requirements of paragraph 4, Part II, 
of the Rules for thé Instruction and Examination of Candidates for the Native, 
Civil Service, datgd 22nd April 1873, have been placed in Class I and declared © 
eligible for all appointments in the Subordinate Civil Service. The remaining 
38 candidates fave been placed in Class II, and will become eligible for all such 
appointments’on their serving for one year in appointments of less value than 
Rs. 100 per mensem, for which they are now declared qualified.

Mr. Grimley’s remarks regarding these two candidates in paragraph 6 
report will be forwarded for the information of the Chief Commissioner, —

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7. Baboo Nundkishore Dass, Deputy Magistrate and Depu 1 
and Bhoonya Abdoor Ruhman Khan, Sub-Deputy Collector in ahaa 
appointed to their respective offices subject to passing the Native Civil Service 
Examination, and have passed in the higher grade, are now confirmed in their 
appointments. 


8. The Superintendent of the Examinations recommends that a silver 
medal be awarded to Baboo Lolitmohun Dhur, the first on the list of the 
passed candidates. The Lieutenant-Governor has already, in recognition of 
the merits of this native gentleman, cou ferred on him an appointment of acting 
Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector, and he considers this, under the 
circumstances, the more appropriate form of reward. 


9. Another passed candidate of this year, Baboo Omoollo Churn Mullick, 
who was formerly amember of the Subordinate Executive Service, but removed 
for failure to pass the departmental examinations within the prescribed time, 
has, in accordance with the promise held out to him at the time of his removal, 
been appointed to act as a Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector. 


10. Forty other canditates have been appointed temporary Sub-Deputies or 
Relief Superintendents in connection with the present famine relief operations, 
since the date of the examination. . 


11. The following is an abstract of the allotment which has been made of 
the passed candidates, exclusive of the two passed candidates who will be recom- 
mended to the Chief Commissioner of Assam :—

12. A list showing the names of the candidates allotted to the different 
divisions has been already circulated with this office Circular No. 12K, dated 
the 14th instant. They sre recommended to report themselves to the Com- 
missioners of the divisions to which they are assigned. Any candidates who 
wish to exchange by mutual arrangement with other candidates placed in the 
allotment list, may jointly appiy to Government for permission to do so within 
a month of the publication of this resolution. Commissioners who have 
exhausted their own lists may select men from the other lists with the consent 
of the Commissioner to whom the candidate has been allotted. 


18. The attention of Commissioners is drawn to the following extract from 
the Native Civil Service Examination Rules now in force :— Lists of successful 

inees will be published in the Gazette, so that Commissioners, Magistrates, 

Educational Committees, may select for ministerial or other appointments 
passed candidates for whom vacancies in the Native Civil Service may not be 
immediately available.” , 

14. Detailed lists showing the past service, the University or other attain- 
ments of each candidate, and the special subjects in which he passed, will be 
forwarded to Commissioners. 


15. Unpassed candidates who were temporarily admitted to appointments 
ig the xesult of the late examination, or who were appoint! subject to 
ssing at that examination, and have failed to do so, should be now replaced 


ns 
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by passed men. The attention of all Commissioners of divisions is requested 
to this order. 

16. It is to be understood that the appointments which have been made 
or may be made of men who have never before served Government are on 
probation for a year, and that their confirmation will depend on the practical 
efficiency shown by them. The District Officers will report on this point 
through the Commissioner after the expiry of a year. ‘Their attention is 
drawn to paragraph 18 of the Resolution in Financial Department of 22nd 
April 1878. The reports now overdue should be submitted at an early date 
° the address of the Secretary to this Government in the General Department, 

ection B. 


17. The Superintendent of the Examinations has recommended that thirty- 
seven of the candidates who have failed, but who have attained the passing 
standard of marks in certain subjects, may, if they appear at the next 
examination, be exempted from examination in those subjects. The proposal 
is, however, opposed to the principle on which these examinations have been 
hitherto conducted, and does not commend itself tothe Lieutenant-Governor. 

18. Mr. Grimley has also suggested that Messrs. Swinden, Babanau, and 
Lloyd, be considered qualified for appointments in the Opium Department, as 
they have succeeded in passing in some of the subjects which are obligatory for 
opium candidates. There are, however, other considerations which regulate 
the special nominations required under the rules for opium appointments, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor is not prepared to adopt the proposals made in favor 
of these gentlemen. Their success in the subjects in which they have passed 
qualify them for the general service, but gives them no claim to be admitted 
to the Opium Department. 


19. As explained in the letter to the Board of Revenue, No. 1157G, dated 
28th October 1872, candidates for opium appointments are required to pass in— 





1. English, 4. Law (opium laws and rules, &c.), 
2. Vernacular. 5. Chemistry, 
3. Surveying. 6. Botany. 


They are not required to pass in engineering or drawing. Apparently there 
has been some confusion from a misunderstanding of the rules in the recent 
examinations. In future when special permissions are given to candidates for 
the Opium Department, they will be informed of the rules which regulate their 
examination. 


20. Mr. J. W. H. Dalrymple Clark, who was appointed to act as Assistant 
Superintendent of Police, subject to passing the examination for police 
appointments, has passed very successfully in criminal law, but has failed in 
other subjects. He was only nominated in November last, and has had but 
little time for preparation. He has lately been employed on distant duty in 
connection with the famine relief operations in Julpigoree, and under these 
circumstances w'll retain his present acting appointment subject to the results 
of the next examination. ; 


21. The total amount of fees received from candidates at the late examina- 


tions is Rs. 9,060. The sum of Rs. 3,704-5-8 has already been disbursed, 


debitable to the receipts on account of fees. The propositions submitted by 
Mr. Grimley for remunerating the examiners and other gentlemen who have 
assisted in the late examinations are sanctioned. In addition, it is necess 
to provide some remuneration for Mr. Grimley for his share of the wor! 
performed by him as Superintendent of the Examination subsequent to the date 
of his assuming charge of the office of Secretary to the Board of Revenue oD 
“the 18th April, when the special allowance, which he had drawn at tle rate 
of Ks. 1,000 a month from the 15th January last, ceased. Mr, Grimley’s 
labors have not been light, and he has performed the duty very satisfactorily. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased therefore to pass to him a further remu- 


peration of Rs. 500 a month for two months from the 18th April last. | 


The further expenditure thus sanctioned amounts in all to Rs, 4,508, and is 
shown in detail in the statement appended to this Resolution. 7 
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22. The thanks of Government are due to Mr. Grimley and to the gentle- 
men who were associated with him in conducting the ‘examination; and the 
Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in acknowledging the services which 
have been again rendered in the matter by Messrs. Sutcliffe and Thwaytes and 
by other gentlemen in the Educational Department. 

23. The Lieutenant-Governor regards the general outturn of these 
examinations with satisfaction, as showing that the _— is duiy appreciated 


by the educated classes, and that increasing num 
qualify themselves by study and experience. 

24, But it must be borne in mind that the result of the past examination 
and of those which were held on two previous occasions, has been to render 376 
gentlemen eligible for appointments. The appointment to sub-divisions for the 
first time of subordinate executive officers has enabled Government already to 
provide almost all those passed on previous occasions with suitable posts, and in 
this year the necessities of the famine have rendered available a considerable 
number of appointments for the men who have passed this year’s examination. 
In the future, however, the requirements of the Government service will be on 
a much smaller scale. Including temporary and officiating appointments, the 
approximate number of officers of the higher grade in the services for the supply

the sub-divisional establishments. To these must be added whatever appoint- 
ments Magistrates and Educational Committees may put at their disposal, Taking 
all these into account, it is not likely that the number of vacancies in appoint- 
ments of both grades will exceed 15 on an average yearly. And it is to be 
remembered that under the rules it has been distinctly laid down that a passed 
candidate is not entitled by his success to an appointment under Government, 
but is only eligible for such appointments as vacancies arise. It is not. therefore, 
absolutely obligatory that all the appointments which may fall vacant shall be 
conferred on the gentleman selected from among the passed candidates. The 
selection of Government is not entirely limited to the list of those who have 
succeeded at these examinations, The Lievienant-Governor though quite 
desirous of maintaining the principle of the existing rules, yet deems it expedient 
to state these circumstances, lest expectations should arise to au extent which 
Government may be unable to fulfil. 

25. From what is above stated, it appears that already there are many 
more passed candidates for appointments on the Government lists than Govern- 
ment can ordinarily hope to provide for in the next two years. In the rules 
which have already been published for the examination which is to be held in 
the early part of next yeur, some provision has been made with a view to 
reduce the number of those whe can present themselves for examination, and 
further proposals have been made for effecting this in a greater degree even- 
tually. The Lieutenant-Governor apprehends that it may become necessary to 

make some limitation of the rule under which candidates obtaining a certain 
number of marks on different subjects are qualified for appointments, or 
to adopt for the future the competitive system (with such modifications as 
may be found expedieat), and to limit the number of successful candidates to 
the number of vacancies which may be previously, notified to exist in the 
several grades. Before finally determining the course to ve adopted, His Honor 
will await the result of the next examination under the rwes which have 
already been published. In the meantime, the standard of proficiency to be 
exacted at the next examination must be raised; and while candidates who 
gained one-third marks in each paper and half marks. on each subject were 
passed on previous occasions, on this one it will be an instruction to the exami- 
ners to require two-third marks in each paper and subject from the candidates 
for both the higher and the lower grades.
